STARKLOFF. WAS 
FULL OF WRATH 


WANTED TO RESIGN BECAUSE 
ZIEGENHEIN BEAT HIM. 


HE DEPENDED ON WALBRIDGE. 


The Mayor Came Out Strong in His 
Great Specialty as a Broken. 
Reed. 


It required two hours of argument and 
talk upon the part of Mayor Cyrus P. Wal- 
bridge to get Dr. Max C. Starkloff into line 
Monday. 

The little doctor was mad all through. 
Since Saturday he had been. brooding over 
the throw-down he had suffered in the Re- 
publi¢an Convention. He was out of spirits, 
out of pocket and proposed forthwith to be 
out of a job. He went up to Walbridge de- 
termined to resign the Health Commissioner- 
ship and then express his views of the ad- 
ministration from a political standpoint. 

The backbone of his whole campaign, the 
administration support, proved to be as 
weak and unstable as that of the chief 
executive. 

The immense machinery of the City Hall 


‘upon which Starkloff counted so strongly 


was too big and unwieldy to be handled by 
Walbridge. The machine ran away with him 
and got into the Filley-Ziegenhein proces- 
sion despite the feeble efforts of His Honor 


to control it. 

Walbridge was no more of a factor in the 
Republican Convention than if he had not 
existed. ‘‘Walbridge—Nit!’’ Is the way the 
politicians of his own party estimate him. 

Monday he went over to Ziegenhein’s of- 
fice and stood in line to wait for his turn to 
see the Czar. Ziegenhein did not seek Wal- 
bridge; Walbridge sought Ziegenhein and 
was graciously permitted to volunteer to 
speak during the campaign. 

It was under such conditions as these that 
Starkloff went to Walbridge and told him 
he might have his old job and give it to one 
of the clerks in his drug store. He recalled 
the estimates and calculations they had 
made together. He enlarged upon the de- 
pendence he had placed upon the Mayor's 
power to do sundry things which were never 
done. Starkloff realized that the Mayor 
from a political standpoint was of no value. 
It was a severe shock to the doctor, and with 
all of his political experience it was a sad 
surprise. The Mayor painted a somber word 

icture of his own defeat for Governor and 
Cow he had rallied and resumed the helm 
of the municipal barge determined to do his 
duty toward an unappreciative and unfeel- 
ing people. 

Starkloff did not resign. He packed up 
his $300 hammerless gun, a bunch of jointed 
fishi rods and filled his minnow bucket 
with loaded shelNs.

To a.brother journeyman Johnson re- 
cently said that as soon -as times were 
better his sweetheart would come from 
Sweden.. She had waited many years for 
him. There would then be a wedding. 

The first of the above paragraphs is the 
effect; the second the cause, and Tuesday 
day afternoon the body of Georg John- 
son was at the Morgue unclaimed by any 
one. 

The body was discovered at 8:30 o’clock by 
J. W. Phillips, one of the foremen at Forest 
Park. He was walking through the Y. M. 
C. A. grounds, near the tennis court, when 
he saw the ghastly form. The feet were 


some distance-above the ground. The man 
had evidently climbed into the hickory tree 
fastened one end of the clothes line around 
his neck, the other to a bough, and jumped 
off. The neck was not broken. He died 
from strangulation. The man’s shoes were 
muddy and his trousers were splashed with 
mud. It was evident that he had walked 
into the park Monday evening and had 
ooeene scme convenient spot for ending his 
e. 
Foreman Phillips reported what he had 
found to the Mounted Police Station and 
two officers were sent to the scene. They 
cut the body down and it was placed in a 
shed pending the arrival of the dead wagon;

There was nothing of 
value, not a cent of money. There was a 
card showing Georg Johnson to be a mem- 
ber of the International Furniture Workers’ 
Union No, 12. It was dated August 4, 1894, 
signed by J. Schmit, recording secretary, 
and J. Barker, financial secretary. There 
was a cotton handkerchief, the initials G. J. 
stamped in a corner, a knife, a pair of spec- 
tacles and a lead pencil. 
The man was well-dressed in a neat suit 
of black, a black tie and a black derby hat. 
The police at the Forest Park Station 
found in the directory the name Georg 
Johnéon, cabinet maker, 2131 Wainut street. 
They telephoned the Four Courts and an 
officer was sent to that number. He re- 
ported that no such man was known in the 
vicinity.

MERIWETHER TICKET BEING DE- 
SERTED BY THE NOMINEES. 


FOUR MEN HAVE WITHDRAWN. 


There Is No Way in Which These 
Gaps Can Be Filled as It Is 
Now Too Late. 


The Meriwether ticket is being rapidly re- 
duced to a skeleton by the withdrawal of 
candidates who for various reasons de- 
cline to serve. 

Up to the present time there have been 
four to pulloff for good and two who will 
probably get off within the next twenty-four 
hours, 

The withdrawals who have so far de- 
clared themselves are Henry J. Spaunhorst, 
for Auditor; Louis F. Hammer, Inspector 
of Weights and Measurés; Thomas J. Brad- 
shaw, for Marshal, and Henry L. Edmunds, 
for President of the Council. 

Fred Espenshied, for Treasurer, has told 
his friends that he cannot possibly accept 
the nomination on’ account of a press of 


business. Norman J. Colman is said to be 
only waiting to find out which is which tick- 
et before announcing his decision. In spite 
of the denials of the Meriwether people, the 
story that Mr. Colman will withdraw will 
not down. 

Auditor Joe Brown is still non-committal. 
He said Tuesday morning that he proposed 
to wait until the respective tickets were 
passed upon before saying what he would 
do. He added rather an ingenuous lament 
by saying: “It is a pity they could not unite 
upon a@andidate to whom there was no ob- 
jection, we had such a splendid opportunity 
to sweep the town.”’ 

L. F. Hammer, Jr., sent in his withdrawal 
Tuesday morning to the Meriwether Execu- 
tive Campaign Committee. It reads: 


“I appreciate the honor conferred upon 
me by your convention of Saturday last 
in nominating me for the office of In- 
epector of eights and Measures, but 
fegl it my duty to decline the nomination. 
again thanking you, I remain, respect- 
fully yours, L. F. HAMMER, JR.” 


Chairman Jones of the Board of Election 

Commissioners said Tuesday morning in re- 

gard 8 withdrawals from the Meriwether 
cket: 

“All those declining nominations on the 
Meriwether ticket should file their declina- 
tions with us instead of with the Meri- 
wether committee. We cannot pay any at- 
tention to hearsay withdrawals, and unless 
we are notified the names must stand on 
that ticket wnt as if they had not with- 
drawn at all.’’ 

In the event the Meriwether ticket is not 

sustained by the courts in the proposed 
legal battle it will go on the ballot a mere 
skeleton, as there is no known way of filling 
the gaps made by the withdrawals. The 
time for filling nominations by electors. has 
passed and as the City Committee refuses 
to recognize the ticket the vacancies can- 
not be filled from that side. The result is 
that every withdrawal from the Meriwether 
ticket will leave a gap in it. 
John J. O’Brien for Assessor and Capt. 
John C. Hinckley for President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, will in all 
probability stick on both tickets, as they 
seem to have the support of both sides in 
opposition to the Republican nominees. 

n the Republican ticket the only official 
withdrawal so far has been that of Mr 
Brownell. Mr. Shapleigh has not as yet 
notified the committee of his intention to 
withdraw.

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ATTACK ON ARMENIANS BY THE 
TURKS AT TOKA. 


SULTAN AGAIN THREATENED. 


Greck Government Has Been Notified 
That the Powers Will Land 
Troops in Crete. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 23.—Authen- 
tic details of the outbreak on Sunday last 
at Toka, in the southern part of Asia Minor, 
where the Turks attacked the Armenians 
while the latter were in church, show that 
100 Christians were massacreg. The Arme- 
nian’s houses were given over to pillage. 

The representations of the Ambassadors 
of the foreign powers regarding the condi- 
tion of Anatolia have made but little im- 
pression upon the Sultan, who, relying upon 
the support of Russia, ir convinced that he 
has nothing to fear from the so-called con- 
cert of the powers, which is continually 
harped upon, although it is believed that 
little or no concert beyond the desire in 
gome quarters to postpone an outbreak of 
war really exists. 

The diplomats here are said to be once 
more turning their attention to the conduct 
of the Sultan, and it is semi-officially inti- 
mated that they are again of the opinion 
that the system of friendly representations 
on the subjeot of Armenia, which has hith- 
erto been followed, must be changed for 
sterner methods of dealing with the evils 
complained of. The Sultan, however, has 
heard this story many times during the 
past few years and he consoles himself with 
the belief that he will survive this new fit 
of righteous indignation, as he has tided 
over others of a much more serious char- 
acter. 


The Ambassadors have formally notified 
the Greek Government of the intention of 
the powers to land troops on tho island of 
Crete to relieve the detachments of foreign 
marines now on duty ashore. The Porte 
has raised no objections up to the present 
time, believing that the noxt move of the 
foreign fleet will be to carry out the threat 
of the powers to blockade the principal 
ports and coasts of Greece. On this ques- 
tion, however, there is no unanimity of 
opinion. 

In the meanwaile the war preparations of 
Greece are continuing night and day and 
there are no indications of a back-down in 
that quarter. 

Money does not appear to be lacking for the 
equipment of the Greeks and large supplies 
of arms and ammunition have been forth- 
coming, from what sources is not so clear. 
There is one feature of tne situation which 
should mot be overlooked. The Greeks are 
animated by the strongest feeling of war- 
like enthusiasm, while tae Turks are said to 
be suffering the greatest priva‘tions without 
pay or proper equipment, which has mae 
them su!’en and resen:fui, but far from de- 
sirous of entering upun an uggressive cam- 
paign. 

If war is declared the Greek ormy from 
Varissa will probably try to enter Mace- 
donia with the Crown Prince. 

Constantine and a second Greeek army will 
attempt to enter Epirus from the vicinity of 


It is stil] possible that war may be averted 
by timely concessions to Greece, such as the 
withdrawal of all Turkish forces from Crete 
and the selection of Prihce George of Greece 
as Governor of Crete, with the understand- 
ing that when quiet is restored it shall be 
decided by a plebiscite whether or not the 
island is to be annexed to Greece.

NEW YORK, March 23.—The Sun has the 
following cablegram from London: 

The situation in Crete is radically differ- 
ent from that in Cuba. The action of the 
Powers in blockading Turkish territory can 
only be legalized by their assum- 
ing the character of agents of the 
Turkish Government with the  con- 
sent of the Sultan. Such, in fact, 
they are, but Lord Salisbury has emphatic- 
ally denied it every time the point has been 
raised against him by his critics. 

It would have a tremendous effect upon 
English public opinion if the United States, 
in response to his notice of the blockade, 
should ask the obvious question whether he 
is acting as agent of the Sultan. The 
British Premier would then be compelled 
to assume publicly a role which, rightly, is 
regarded as odious by English public opin- 
ion, or acknowledge the blockade to be an 
outrageous violation of the law of nations. 

The terms of the present blockade notice 
@re essentially different from that given 
by the Powers on the occasion of the block- 
ade of the Greek ports eleven years ago. 
There was no attempt then to interfere with 
vessels fiying foreign flags.

THE NOTORIOUS ROJAS SLAIN. 


Report That Senora Canizares Has 
Been Burned to Death 
by Spaniards. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 23.—The Sun has the 
following cablegram from Havana: 

The town of Cano, near Havana, has 
been attacked by the insurgents and capt- 
ured after a hot engagement with the gar- 
rison. The insurgents ransacked many 
stores and supplied themselves with a large 
stock of arms, ammunition, clothing, medi- 
cines and money. After three hours in the 
town they again retired to the country. 

From Puerto Principe comes the news 
that another leader of a Spanish guerrilla 
corps, the famous Capt. Rojas, was killed 
in a recent engagement with the revolution- 
ists. Capt. Rojas made himself notorious 
by his barbarities in the war of 1868. His 
band committed all the frightful outrages 
that led Mr. Fish, American Secretary of 
State, to write a note to the Spanish Min- 
ister at Washington, protesting in the 
name of humanity. Capt. Rojas always 
boasted of his participation in those acts. 

When Gen. Campos was in Cuba, Rojas 
dared not repeat his earlier crimes, but as 
soon as Weyler landed he surpassed his old 
record of barbarity. He was Marching a 
few days ago with his men when Gen. Cas- 
tellanos attempted to capture the Cuban 
Government at San Jeronimo. Rojas was 
recognized by the Cubans, surrounded by 
them and torn to pieces with forty-three of 
his followers. 

An awful report comes from Sancti Spiri- 
tus, which, if confirmed, will make one of 
the darkest pages in the history of the 
Cuban war. The Cubans affirm that Senora 
Josefa Canizares, mother of the Secretary 
of the Interior in the Cuban Government, 
was tortured by the Spaniards and burned 
to death, 

Anything may be expected while the Span- 
ish troops are in their present insubordi- 
nate as lawless state. General desertion is 


feared.

HELP THE SUFFERING. 

St. Louis should respond liberally to 
the appeal for assistance of the flood suf- 
ferers in the lower Mississippi Valley. 

St. Louis cannot, of course, respond as 
liberally as she could and would, but for 
the heavy drain on her resources caused 
by the terrible calamity which visited 
her less than a year ago. The mistake of 
refusing all] outside assistance so gener- 
ously tendered us at that time has not 
only overburdened us and delayed re- 
building, but it has reduced our ability to 
help others in distress and who have just 
claims upon us. 

St. Louis is not now less generous than 
she has always been, but she is less able 
to respond to claims upon her humanity 
and her bounty. Nevertheless the public 
meeting on "Change to-day should inaug- 
urate a movement for the relief of our 
distressed Southern neighbors, which, in 
its extent and its results, will be proof of 
our desire to meet the neighborly obliga- 
tion the emergency imposes upon us. The 
fact that we foolishly refused the aid the 
now stricken section tendered us does 
not reduce the debt of gratitude we owe, 
but, even without such an obligation upon 
us, the afflicted have claims we cannot 
disregard.

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WHAT WILL WE DO WITH HIM? 

If Ziewenhein were still the collector of 
galoon licenses in this town there would 
be a thousand unlicensed saloons sup- 
porting him which are not here now. 
Where are they? 

Can Ziegenhein answer? When he col 
lected the saloon license he turned in 
half a million dollars less in four years 
than did Excise Commissioner Bell in the 
game time. The license was the same, 
and under the Excise Commissioner there 
were seven hundred less saloons than 
there were under Collector Ziegenhein. 

But the disappearance of 700 saloons 
will not account for all of the half mil- 
lion dollars. It probably accounts for 
a part of it. Where did the other part go? 
On what terms did Ziegenhein compounf 
with saloon-keepers? And did he have a 
rake-off? : 

Ziegenhein has become a rich man at 
the public crib. He lives in a palatial 
residence. He has, beyond a shadow of 
doubt, deprived tax-payers of what they 
had a right to expect from him and he 
has deprived license paying saloons of 
that protection from unlicensed and dis- 
honest competition which it was his duty 
to give them. Government licenses sa- 
loons for the privilege of taxing them, 
but in return for that privilege it guar- 
antees the men who pay the tax certain 
rights and immunities. The object is 
two-fold, It aims, by heavily taxing the 
saloons, to reduce taxation in other di- 
rections, and to suppress dives, .doggeries 
and haunts of vice. 

Ziegenhein defeated the law in both 
objects. He deprived the city of the rev- 
enues to which it was entitled and he 
allowed the doggery to flourish unli- 
censed in opposition to the licensed 
dealer. :

CLOSED INDUSTRIES. 


A table of figures on page 68 of the 
Chicago Daily News Almanac for 1897 
shows the growth of industries in the 
United States with a product valued at 
$30,000,000 or over, for the fen years from 
1880 to 1890. The columns showing the 
number Of establishments in 1890 as com- 
pared with 1880 give some startling re- 
sults in the number of establishments 
closed. 

Taking the industries which show a re- 
duction in number of establishments dur- 
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bd, it is found that 

of capital invested 
all 31,547 establishments in 1890 than 
in 1880. Thus it appears that over 30,000 
industrial establishments were closed 
during the ten years, the industries in- 
volved having actually that number of 
establishments less than they had at the 
beginning of the ten years. 

Taking a few examples, there were 
1,033 less agricultural implement works 
in 1890 than in 1880, There were 1,246 
less cooperage works in 1890 than in’1880. 
There were 100 less cotton goods factories; 
5,868 less flouring mills; 360 less iron and 
steel pipe works; 3,828 less tanneries and 
leather works; 404 less distilleries; 943 
less breweries; 125 less paper mills; 679 
less woolen goods factories, etc. 

In order to treat the figures fairly, it 
must be said that the greatest reduction 
in total number of establishments was 
in blacksmithing and wheelwrighting, 
namely, 10,802. This was doubtless owing 
to the rise of the street car and the bi- 
cycle industries, which have given the 
horse such a set-back. 

This leaves over 20,000 other establish- 
ments closed in the ten years. No other 
reason for this wholesale reduction in the 
number of industrial establishments can 
be given except that it is due to the cen- 
tralization of capital and the formation 
of Trusts and combines,

O’MEARA TO THE RESCUE. 


It is not the fault of the Post-Dispatch 
that the discussion over the regularity 
of the preliminary proceedings at Satur- 
day’s Democratic Convention continues. 
But for the benefit of the Democratic 
party of St. Louis in the future, the fact 
that those proceedings were wholly un- 
parliamentary, lawless and void must be 
established beyond question or cavil. To 
victimize the party once in this way is 
enough. There must be left no shadow 
of excuse for a repetition of it. ° 

Ex-Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara comes to the 
rescue of Chairman Devoy and Dr. Lutz. 
He admits that both of them lost their 
heads and that Chairman Devoy did 
wrong in surrendering the gavel before 
he had put the question to the Conven- 
tion. Nevertheless, Mr. O’Meara goes on 
to say “Lutz was then chairman, Devoy 
having retired.”” If this means anything, 
it means that because Chairman Devoy 
retired after surrendering the gavel toa 
person who had no shadow of right to it, 
this person thereby became chairman of 
the Convention. As a matter of fact, 
Chairman Devoy’s action left the Con- 
vention without a chairman, and when 
he thus “retired,” Gov. Colman, or Mr. 
Bond had precisely as much right to act 
as chairman of the Convention as Dr. 
Lutz had. It is not the transfer of the 
gavel that makes a chairman under par- 
liamentary law, but election by the con- 
vention. 

This is the vital point in the whole mat- 
ter—in fact, it is the only point. It is the 
convention that chooses its chairman. 
He cannot be chosen by a State Commit- 
tee, a City Committee, a caucus, or any 
other outside organization or aggrega- 
tion of individuals. All that these, or any 
of them, can do is to recommend a chair- 
man to the convention. If the convention 
accepts the person thus recommended, he 
thereupon becomes chairman, but not 
otherwise. It is always in the power of 
the convention to reject the recommend- 
ation made to it and to select officers of 
its own choosing. 

The turbulence and the riot were inex- 
cusable. But the delegates who asserted 
their right to choose their temporary offi- 
cers were within their right in doing so, 
and in fact did no more than their duty. 
The right is sacred; the method of assert- 
ing it on Saturday was disgraceful. ' 
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TAXING THE POOR. 


A most important statement was made 
by Mr. Dingley in opening the House 
debate on the new tariff bill. The esti- 
mated increase in revenues for the first 
year under the operation of the proposed 
law is from $60,000,000 to $70,000,000. But, 
said Mr. Dingley, in the second year the 
increase will be $100,000,000 or more. 

What the Republicans are proposing, 
then, is not a law to meet a deficit, but a 
law to tax the people for the creation of 
a surplus. President McKinley stated in 
his message convening this special ses- 
sion of Congress, that the annual deficit 
for the past four years had averaged 
$50,000,000 a year. But the bill prepared 
to meet this deficit proposes to raise by 
taxation two dollars where ‘but one is 
needed. It proposes to take from the 
people $100,000,000 where $60,000,000 would 
be enough, and to lock up the surplus 
in the Treasury vaults. 

In raising this amount the tax falls 
upon the consumer not only for the pro- 
duction of unnecessary revenue, but for 
the enrichment of favored interests. Un- 
der the Dingley law five or six dollars 
will go into the peckets of protected man- 
ufacturers for every dollar that it wf 
bring to thé Government. The people 
will be taxed to give the Government 
more money than it needs and to make 
profits for manufacturers to whom the 
law will give a monopoly of the home 
market. 

These taxes will fall chiefly upon the 
poor, the most numerous and the most 
defenseless class. A glance at the pro- 
posed wool schedule illustrates this. On 
the five classes of woolen goods in com- 
mon use by the working classes the duties 
are trebled, quadrupled and quintupled. 
The present duty is 40 per cent ad val- 
orem, In one class the duty is raised to 
190%, in another to 247%, in another to 
220 and in another to 140 per cent. The 
goods on which the prices under this law 
are to be so greatly increased are the 
cheaper boys* and men’s suitings and 
overcoats, woolen shirtings and women’s 
cloakings. The law tis scriptural in that 
it proposes to take from those who have 
little even that little which they have. 

The iniquity of the entire measure is re- 
vealed in this schedule. An increase of 5 
per cent over the existing tariff will stop 
importations of these goods and cut down 
révenue to that extent. 

But the Republicans propose, after 
granting @ monopoly to a few factories, 
to authorige them to raise present prices 
from three hundred to six hundred per 
cent. 

The tariff Shylock has paid his money.

Assemblyman Barry, the Democratic mi- 


nority of the Lexow Committee on Trusts, 


has made a report on the investigation as 
viewed from his standpoint. After assert- 
ing that the inquiry showed that trusts do 
exist in this State and that their operations 
are injurious to the public interest, Mr“ 
Barry recommends enactment of laws to 
this effect: 

() To iimit the amount of capital that 
may be employed by a corporation. 

(2) To shut out of the State foreign cor- 
porations having a capital exceeding the 
limit. 

(3) To limit the number of corporations 


that may be combined. 


(4) To require that incorporators and di- 
rectors shall not be dummies or deadheads, 
but financtally interested in the corpora- 
tions they organize and direct, 

(65) To make promotion of corporations, 
when the promoters are mere agents, @ 
crime. 

(6) To prohibit gambling in the stock of 
industrial corporations on the exchange. 

(7) To give to local authorities the pow- 
er to bring suit to dissolve Trusts. 

These measures are undoubtedly excellent 
and would certainly be efficacious if the 
object of the reformers be to suppress 
symptoms and let the disease go unchecked. 
But if the idea is not only to destroy exist- 
ent monopolies tn restraint of trade, but 
also to prevent the formation of others, the 
treatment must be not merely local, but 
constitutional. In other words, as all mo- 
nopolies are grounded upon special privi- 
leges, the only effective course is to with- 
draw those special privileges. If the privi- 
lege be lawful, such as a discriminating 
tariff tax, remove the duty. If it be secret 
and unlawful, such as a system of rebates 
from transportation companies, take the 
transportation companies, which are rather 
more than semi-public enterprises, under 
public control. If it be a monopoly of the 
sources of supply, give to all that which 
belongs to all. If it be a patented process, 
pay the inventor a lump sum or make him 
let his process rights on royalty to every- 
body who will pay the demand price. 

All the hacking away of branches that is 
possible will not damage the upas tree of 
corporate greed which is poisoning Amer- 
ican civilization. The ax must be applied to 
its roots.

It Is time to quit denouncing the Senate 
as ‘an exclusive body, with rules that per- 
mit unlimited debate, and with courtesies 
and traditions that Speaker Reed has 
scorned. The Senate is to-day practically 
the popular branch of Congress. The Sen- 
ators have not yet yielded their rights and 
prerogatives, and the rights of the States 
they represent, to a Czar. The Senators 
themselves, as a body, determine the rules 
under which they will proceed, and actu- 
ally decide all important questions by a 
vote. In the House rules are made from 
time to time to fit special cases, by the 
Committee on Rules, consisting of five 
men, and of these one man (the Speaker) is 
the potential person. He says what shall 
and what shall not be considered. Of 
course his suggestions are nominally passed 
on by the House, under gag regulations, 
but the general scheme of rules and par- 
liamentary proceedings in that body has 
produced subserviency to the presiding offi- 
cer. He has usurped power until a member 
can not be recognized to make a simple mo- 
tion from his place on the floor without 
prearrangement.

After a four hours spell that began with

that her claims to artistic recognition go 
far beyond the “abandon” of her portrayal 
of the Merimee-Bizet gypsy girl. 


Hers is a quaint, subtle characterization. 


Most of us cannot recall a Marguerite who 


Goethe gave us a type of innocent maid- 
enhood against whom the powers of evil 
leagued under direction of the “prince of 
darkness.” She was a child of grace, in 
whose heart evil found slow growth until 
passionate love prepared the sofl for the 
power of sin and death. The story is written 
out of the heart of humanity. Gounod 
wrapped the poet’s thought in exquisite 
melodic embroidery. Until Calve came wé 
heard only the composer's soul. Her art 
opens our hearts to the sway of the poet's 
touch: 

The first glimpse of Marguerite was in 
the market place, where her eyes fell upon 
Faust. We noted the chastity of attire, the 
demure glance. Her short vocal passage 
came with the modulated sweetness of a 
lute. Then with mincing steps she hurried 
through the crowd to church. The audi- 
ence laughed at the novelty of a diva trip- 
ping across the stage. The knowing ones 


She entered the garden in a reverie. Lay- 
ing her prayer book down and flecking the 
dust from off her wrap, she broke into the 
air of the King of Thule. She sang to her- 
self in dreamy tones the legend of the 
Northern King. The orchestral interludes 
were bridged over with a deal of fussing 
about the spinning wheel. Not once did 
the singer’s glance wander beyond the foot- 
lights. She was the perfect embodiment of 
virginity musing upon the mystery of love.

GIVEN TEN DAYS 
MORE OF LIFE 


BUTTON GANG BUTCHERS RE- 
PRIEVED BY MR. M’KINLEY. 


FOUR WERE TO HANG TO-DAY. 


They Murdered in Cold Blood Frank 
Chavez, Sheriff and Democratic 
Leader in Santa Fe, N, M. 


SANTA FE, N. M., March 2.—A tele- 
gram wag received this morning from 
Washington saying that President Mc- 
Kinley had reprieved for ten days the four 
members of the Button gang, who were 
to have been hanged to-day for the murder 
of ex-Sheriff Frank Chavez on May 29, 
1892. ; 


Francisco Gonzales Y. Borrego, Antonio 
Gonzales Y. Borgsego, Lauriano Alarid and 
Patricio Valencia, who were to have been 
hanged to-day, were members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the “Button Gang,” a 
league organized to combat the political in- 
fluence of ex-Sheriff Frank Chavez, a Demo- 
cratic leader in Santa Fe. A conspiracy was 
formed by this executive committee to as- 
Sassinate Chavez. 

On the night of May 29, 1892, Chavez, who 
was a giant in strength and absolutely 
fearless, was siain by ambushed cowards 
when going home. he next night Juan 
Pablo Dominguez, who openly declared that 
he knew who murdered Chavez, was shot 
and killed. For thig crime Francisco Bor- 
rego, who had been seen fleeing from the 
scene of the muftder, gave himself up. He 
pleaded self-defense and was acquitted. For 
twelve months the gang, which controlled 
both the Police Department and the Sheriff's 


| office, was supreme in Santa Fe, and no at- 


tempt was made to avenge the Chavez mur- 
der. 

When Gov. Thornton was appointed in 
1893 he removed District Attorney Twitchell 
and Sheriff Conklin from office. The new 
Shériff bewan hunting for evidence against 
the murderers of Chavez and soon obtained 
confessions from two of the conspirators, 
Francisco pas Antonio Borrego, Alarid, 
Patrico Valencia and Frank Rivera were 
arrested. Hippolito My Chief of Police 
and Coroner, was shot dead when resisting 
arrest. 

At the trial, which abounded in sensation- 
al incidents, Rivera, Louis Gonzales and 
other minor members of the “‘gang’’ turned 
State’s evidence and the two Borregos, 
Alarid and Valencia, were convicted of 
murder in the first degree and sentenced 
to be hanged. 

The case was appealed on a writ of error 
to the United States Supreme Court, which 
finally decided against the murderers, 
Pending the hearing in the Supreme Court, 
Alarid and Valencia made confessions, re- 
moving all doubt of the guilt of the ss. 

The murderers were to have been hanged 
Feb. 23, but ‘President Cleveland grant a 
respite for thirt ays. Numerous plots 
for the rescue of the prisoners have en 
thwarted by the vigilance of the territorial

stationed at the jail since Sunday, under 
orders from Gov. Thornton, to assist the 
Sheriff in the performance of his duty. 

During the trial of the Borregos they 
were defended by Delegate Catron of New 
Mexico, who was defeated at the last elec- 
tion. He was not only their attorney but 
their friend. Money was spent for them 
like water. After the conviction Delegate 
Catron secured the passage of a bill in the 
House granting the man a new lease of life, 
In the Senate it went through the first and 
second readings, but on final vote was de- 
feated throug the influence of Senator 
Vest of Missouri, who’was familiar with 
the facts. This was on Feb. 3%, the day 
before the date fixed for the execution of 
the men. At the last moment President 
Cleveland was appealed to by Republicans 
In the Territory and consented to grant a 
reprieve until to-day. Then Gov. Thorn- 
ton went to Washington and in an in- 
terview with Mr. Cleveland put a new light 
on the matter. The result was that the day 
before he resigned the reins of office the 
President handed to Gov. Thornton a docu- 
ment in his own handwriting, which read 
in this wise: 

“I refuse to interfere further with the 
sentence of the court in this case, because 
I do not think it is within the province of 
the President to do eo under the law. 
have considered the merits of the applica- 
tion for these men and am quite clear that 
the act was not homicide, but was a cold- 
blooded assassination.’’

goods, and for this reason we think it should | 


not pass. 
broad principle that Congress was invested 
with the power of taxation as a means of 
collecting from each citizen his fair pro- 
portion toward the support of the Govern- 
ment, and that it 1s @ gross perversion of 
that sovereign power to employ it as a 
means of enabling favored classes to levy. 
unjust charge 

aiote. We believe that after contributing 
Bis proper share toward the maintenance of 
the Government, every citizen of this Re- 
public is entitled to the full possession and 
enjoyment of all he can honestly earn; and 
we deny the right of Congress to make or 
enforce any regulation which requ res one 
man to «ive any part of his honest earnings 
toward encouraging the enterprise or in- 
creasing the fortune of another. 

“No man, however blind he may be, would 
@efend a system of taxation under which 


the Government first collected the money | 


and afterwards distributed it among 
favorites. It is true that the tariff act of 
1890 ventured to this extent in dealing with 
the sugar growers, but the disapproval of 
that policy was. so overwhelming and 50 
bitter that the advocates of protection have 
been forced to abandon it, and they have 
not dared to incorporate any provision fora 
direct bounty in the present bill. We are 
unable, however, to perceive any difference 
in principle between a law which requires 
the Government to collect money and dis- 
tribute it among the rotected industries 
and a law which enables these industries 
to collect the money directly from the peo- 
l 


e. 
Pie the Government has the right to levy 
taxes upon the people for the purpose of 
inducing men to establish unprofitable in- 
dustries or industries which can only be 
made profitable by compelling the consum- 
ers of the United States to pay exorb‘ tant 
profits, then the bounty 
system is a more direct and less complex 
way of attaining that end, and at least 
has the advantage of directness and sim- 
licity. 
PT he majority of the committee seem to 
think that taxation can be made a bles-ing 
and that the support of the Government, 
instead of being a burden upon taxpayers, 
can be made to enrich them. If this opin- 
fon is well founded, then all the strug- 
gies for freedom which have revolved 
around the question of taxation have pro- 
eceded upon a false theory, and the Ameri- 
can colonists, when they determined that 
they would not submit to taxation without 
representation, indulged a mistaken zeal for 
liberty.

“It follows as a matter of course that a 
bill based upon a vicious principle must 
be injurious in its effects, and perhaps no 
effect could be more pernicious than the 
extravagance which the bill encourages. 
The tabulated statement embraced in the 
report of the committee shows that the bill 
is expected to raise $113,000,000 more revenue 
than was collected in custom duties during 
the last fiscal year, and yet, as is shown by 
the same report, the difference between the 
Government receipts and disbursements dur. 
ing that year was only $25,000,000. It is well 
known that the importations of last year 
were smaller than usual, owing to the gen- 
eral depression that existed in all circles, 
but even supposing that importations here.

aborer, If this view of the question needed 
further support by the mere statement of 
it, it can be found in those excellent works 
which assert that the skill and intelligence 
of the American laborer are such that he is 
able to psae seven times as much as the 
less skillful and less intelligent laborer of 
continental Europe, and fifteen times as 
much as the ignorant and unskilled laborer 
of Asia. Surely it will be admitted that a 
protective capacity seven times as great as 
the one and fiffeen times as great as the 
other should be all that the American la- 
borer needs to protect himself against the 
pomperiie of ropean drudges and Asiat- 
c gerfs.”’ 


The report concludes: 

“We are unable to offer a substitute for 
the pending bill because we have not been 
allowed a reasonable time to prepare one. 
Congress convened in extraordinary session 
on Monday, March 15, an“@ this bill was in- 
troduced the same day and referred to the 
Committee on Ways and Means, which met 
the next morning, and on Thursday it was 
ordered to be reported to the House.

It arises in the case of W. G. Spires 
against Aaron Woodhull, argued Tuesday. 
Mr. Spires represents the Baptist Church of 
Pauldingville, St. Charles Co., Mo., and Mr. 


Woodhull the Congregational Church of 
that place. The cause of the contention is a 


church organ. 

disbanded in 
1891 and deeded to . H. Vardeman its 
church building and ‘all donations and leg- 
acies which have been made to it by any 
person."’ Vardeman conveyed the deed to 
Spires in 1892 as trustee for the Baptist 
Church. The organ was part of the prop- 
erty. It had been bought by the Congre- 
gational Church with the proceeds of a 
strawberry festival, 

The organ was in the church and the 
Baptists claimed it on the ground that the 

roceeds of the festivals were donations. 

owever, the Congregational Church re- 
moved the organ and the Baptists replev- 
ined it in a Justice’s court in a suit against 
Aaron Woodhull, as representative of the 
Congregational Church.

Cornelius 
was sitting with Rosie Krauss, who had 
been Charies Krauss’ mistress, in front of 
her house when Kruuss and severai com- 
panions came by and a controversy en- 
sued. Cornelius claikms that Krauss. at- 
tacked him with a knife before he fired 
the shot. 

Cornelius is only 2] years old, but is rather 
handy with deadly weapons. Three 
months ago he became involved in a fight 
with a crowd of men out on Easton aven- 
ue, during which he cut one of them pret- 
ty badly. Last Tuesday he ghot twice at 
Nick Signe, a negro saloon-keeper and poli- 
ticilan, on Eleventh and Morgan streets. 
There are two charges of assault to kill 
pending against Cornelius besides the mur- 
der charge.

SARCASM IN A TARIFF SPEECH. 


Newlands, the Nevada Silver Cham- 
pion, Talks to the House in Much 
the Same Strain. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2%.—There 
were less than fifty members on the floor 
when the House entered on the second day 
of the tariff debate at 10 o’clock. As the 
day advanced the members poured in and 
the galleries became crowded.

Mr. Dockery said it did not He in the 
mouths of the Republicans to criticise the 
bond issues of the last administration. 

“Mr. Cleveland was criticised on this side 
of the House,” said he, ‘“‘while you indorsed 
his policy in the last Congress. Your Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means refused to give 
the House an opportunity to vote on the 
Senate resolution prohibiting bond issues, 
because your leaders had been notified by 
fifty Republicans from the West that they 
would be compelled to vote for it.”’

In Liver- 
pool markets these products come in com- 
petition with the products of India, Russia 
and other countries, none of which are 
upon a gold basis. These countries are will- 
ing to accept the old silver price for their 
products. 

“The old silver price means to-day one- 
half of the old gold price, so we have the 
price of our farm products cut into by the 
competition of these countries. Restore the 
old gold price of silver, $1.29 an ounce, and 
we immediately restore the old gold prices 
of our farm products, and this means, pro- 
tection to the American farms and planta- 
tions just as the tariff law means protec- 
tion to the factory. 

“We have,’ he continued, “‘an industrial 
oe in this counteyrwhich makes it the 
object of attack from all other countries. 
Our wages are much higher than any other 
country, and the unit of all values here is 
the daily wage. A general] reduction in 
Wages will oes about readjustments of 
values that will be destructive to property- 
owners, producers and debtors.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


NOT ENOUGH MONEY ALLOWED. 


And the Institution Has to Fall Back 
Instead of Advancing and 
Growing. | sf 


Prof. C. M. Woodward of Washington 
University, the St. Louls Manual Training 
School and President of the Board of Cura- 
tors of the Missouri State University, is 
awaiting an answer from Gov. Stephens 
concerning his resignation as Curator for 
the university. Prof. Woodward's term ex- 
pired Jan. 1, and he has been serving ever 
since, but is nevertheless determined to 
have no more to do with the institution, 
on account of the action of the State Leg- 
islature in the matter of appropriatio 

“I have been President «f the Board of 
Curators for six years. I have had to 
sign all vouchers and bills, and with the 
Executive Committee make all the appoint- 
ments. We have had to look after the 
spending of hundreds of thousands cf dol- 
lars and have worked hard to bring the 
university to the condition it is now in, 
The Legislature taen gives us a set-back. 
They approrpiate $50,000 less for the next 
two years. his means a curtailment of 
the expenses, the dismissal of some of the 
professors and the abandonment of some 
of the courses. 

“Such treatment ag that is most discour- 

ing. The position is an honorary one. 
They pay my personal expenses when I go 
up there, but that is all, I have worked 
bard and faithfully to make the University 
a success and I have taken @ great interest 
in it. Now we &re expected to undo our 
own work and allow the Institution to ret- 
rograde instead of advancing. 

“It is manifestly unfair to everybody 
concerned and I for one cannot do the in- 
stitution justice under such conditions, 

“I do not think that my political ylews 
have had much to do with the matter, but 
they have had some, I do not doubt. The 
mr ne st has been very unfair to me, 
although I want to say that the State 
officials have always been exceedingly kind. 

‘Tl am now awaiting an answer from Gov. 
Stephens and hope soon to get an answer 
relieving me from the responsibility I no 
longer wish to bear. 

“If I do not hear from him soon, I must 
go to Jefferson City Thursday to pay off 
the proféssors and transact such other busi- 
ness as may come up for attention. 

‘The action of t Legislature in this 
matter has been a sad disappointment to me. 
I have planned the endowment fund and 
wanted it adopted, but they failed to see 
it in the proper light, so that now our 
State University has to go backward in- 
stead of forward.”

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THROUGH, RATE 


SECRETARY TOM CANNON ON THE 
BRIDGE TCLL, 


RAILROADS LIKE THE PLAN. 


Zt Does Not Contemplate the Absorp- 
tion of the Bridge Toll by 
the Roads. 


Secretary Tom Cannon of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association was quoted by a 
morning paper as saying that within the 
next sixty days the bridge arbitrary would 
be absorbed by the Eastern roads running 
into St. Louls and that St. Louls shippers 
would not be obliged to pay the bridge 
charges on goods going out of or coming 
into St. Louls. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
morning Mr. Cannon emphatically denied 
that he was working to have the bridge 
charges eliminated or that he desired to 
have them eliminated. 

“The reporter who quoted me probably 
misunderstood my meaning,” he said. “I 
have never tried to have the bridge charges 
wiped out. All I have asked is that the 
railroads absorb the bridge arbitrary, which 
is quite a different matier. The bridge ar- 
bitrary now appears as a separate item of 
expense on St. Louis bills of lading. Nearly 
all of the Eastern lines make Kast Bt. 
Louis their Western terminus, Their rates 
apply to East St. Louis and if goods are 
destined to St. Louis the bridge arbitrary 
is inserted in the bill of lading as a@ trans- 
fer charge. For instance, if the rate to Hast 
St. Louis-is 20 cents a hundred and the rate 
ecross the bridge 2 cents a hundred the 
reight charge is figured on the bill on the 
coe of 20 cents a hundred and the bridge 
char is figured separately at 2 cents a 
hundred. 

“My object is to induce the Eastern rail- 
roads to make a through bill to St. Louis, 
the rate ta St. Louls to be the East St. 
Louis rate plus the bridge charge. Thus in 
the example I just gave you the rate to 
East St. Louis would be cents a hun- 
dren, and the through rate to St. Louls 22 
cents. The bridge charge would still have 
to be paid by the shipper, but it would ap- 

ear on the bill as a part of the regular 
Freight rate. 

“Tl have never tried to have the bridge 
charge abolished. I would be the last one 
to deprive the railroads of their revenue. 
The bridge charge cannot be absorbed by 
the railroads, and they should not be asked 
to absorb it. The shipper must pay fo? 
transportation across the bridge, but he 
should be enabled to pay it as a part of the 

ular freight rate.

Please state emphatically that I am not 
trying to hhave the bridge charge absorbed.

This would mean a great saving 
of time, and besides, the shipper, while 
he would have to pay the bridge charge, 
would pay it as a straight freight rate.” 

A loca] traffic man, when told of Secre- 
t Cannon‘s plan, said: 

“It would be @ great thing for the rafl- 
roads. With a through bill of lading the 
bridge charge would be a part of the reg- 
wlar traffic rate and would be protected as 
such by the Traffic Association. A fight 
to have the bridge charge abolished would 
have to be made against the railroads and 
mot against the bridge company.”

HE MAY NAME A DARK HORSE. 


Several Names Mentioned, but the 
Chances Are Said to Favor His 
Old Henchman Brownell. 


There is jubilation among the faithful 
followers of Chauncey I. Filley in St. 
Louis. 

Despite the fact it was announced that 
Kerens would be given the Missour! pat- 
ronage by the Hanna administration, the 
Filleyites still see a chance to gather at 
least the crumbs that fall from the pie 
counter. ‘ 

The news comes from Washington that 
Filley is to be given the patronage of the 
St. Louis pots-office. It is said that. either 
directly or through one of his representa- 


tives he will name the postmaster and his 
assistants. 

First-Assistant Postmaster-General Perry 
8S. Heath has assigned the patronage of five 

ost-offices in Missourl. Of this number 

erens will have four and Filley one if the 
present plan is carried out. 

The long and bitter fight fir control of 
the St. Joseph post-office has becn settled 
in favor of erens, who worked from the 
start for Atkinson, the present incumbent. 

The Filley forces first supported Albus 
and later switched to ex-Congressman 
Crowther. Assistant Postmaster-General 
Heath consulted State Committeeman Cy- 
rus Leland, who advised him to appoint 
the Kerengs man. 

Mr. Heath has announced his intention 
of putting the patronage of the St, Louis 
post-office in the hands of the three Con- 
gressmen from St. Louts. 

The Filleyites here say this will give the 
“Old Man” practical control, as two of the 
Congressmen—Joy and Bartholdt—are pro- 
nounced Filley men. 

Soon after the news of Heath's action 

reached St. Louls it was said that Filley 
would take the Postmastership himself. His 
closest friends denied this, however, saying 
that the “Old Man” would not forsake ac- 
i pi age to accept a Federal appoint- 
ment. 
There are five avowed candidates in the 
field for the St. Louis Postmastership. John 
O. Wilson, superintendent of the Post-of- 
fice Annex, is making the race independent- 
ly on the civil service basis. The Kerens 
men are C. D. Comfort and Col. F. W. 
Schuarte, James L. Ridgely and August 
Kern have pinned their faith to Filley. 

It was said Tuesday morning that Filley, 
if given the patronage, would appoint a 
dark horse. Those who stand close to the 
“Old Man” say that the dark horse will be 
F. B. Brownell. They say that when Mr. 
Brownell declined the nomination for Presi- 
dent of the Council he had the Postmaster- 
ship in view. Mr. Brownell was in close 
consultation with Filley at the Mosque all 
afternoon Monday. He has been an inde- 
fatigable Filley worker and for years his 
services and his purse have been at the 
“Old Man's" Seposal.

NEW TRAFFIC BUREAU. 


SAME OLD STORY TO SHIPPERS. 


Rumors on ’Change That No Manager 
Will Be Appointed, Which Means 
the Scheme’s Collapse. 


The newly organized St. Louis Traffic Bu- 
reau promises to collapse, and it is said on 
"Change that no traffic manager is to be 
appointed. The opposition which all along 
has been made to the scheme has developed 


too great strength since the bureau was 
formed. 


The bureau was organized jointly by the 
Merchants’ Exchange and the Business 
Men’s League to take the place of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League traffic bureau. The di- 
rectors of the xchange at first refused to 
agree to the plan for the two organizations 
to contribute jointly the sum of $15,000 a 
year and employ Joseph A. ds as man- 
ager. Both bodies then dropped Mr. Leeds, 
but the “joint bureau’’ was a pet scheme 
of ex-President Spencer of the Exchansp. 
and through his efforts the bureau was 
formed. 

It was to be controlled by a board of man- 
'agers, four of whom were appointed by 
| President Langenberg of the Exchange and 
two by the Business Men’s League, as fol- 
‘lows: C. H. Spencer, chairman; Chris Sar- 
py, W. P. Kennett, P. P, Williams, Murray 
Carleton and F. N. Johnson, the latter two 
bepsenentes the League. 

he board has held a number of meetings, 
but has not been able to reach an agree- 
ment. There are about twenty-eight appli- 
cants for the position of manager, T. 8. 
Easterbrook and Dempster Wishart seemed 
to be the favorites. The salary was to be 
about $5,000 a year. 

From the start the idea has met with 
opposition by the very men who would be 
expected to support such an organization. 
These men are heavy shippers, but do not 
want a traffic bureau, because it would 

lace all shippers on the same plane. The 
arger shippers could get no advantage over 
their smaller rivals in the way of rebates 
and cut rates, to which they have been 
accustomed, and they prefer to work in- 
dependently. 

The Board of Managers is somewhat reti- 
cent on the subject and refused to admit 
‘that the joint traffic bureau would be al- 
' lowed to fizzle out. Two of them, when 
assured their names would not be pub- 
| lished, expressed themselves as follows: 

“The Traffic Bureau will never be able to 
accomplish what is intended, and the money 
appropriated for the purpose will simply be 
| wasted. The expérience we had with Mr. 
Leeds satisfied us we could never secure the 
Support of the men whose influence is neces- 
'Sary to make the bureau a success. The 
| railroads much prefer to treat with ship- 
| pore as individuals and we. have always 

ound we could do more by going direct to 
| the railway officials. We have tried the 
, Same thing several times and it has always 
| proved a failure.’’ 

The first organized movement toward 
forming a traffic bureau was in 1876, when 
at a mass meeting of the Exchange, on Jan- 
uary 21, by a unanimous vote, it was de- 
cided to organize a Transportation Bureau.

Horrible Example of the Mind-De- 

stroying Effects of the Insid- 
ious “Coffin Tacks.”

The insidious cigarette has done its work 
with Charles ©, O’Rourke of 2213 North 
Broadway. He is at the City Hospital for 
observation, and in a day or two will be 
among the wards of Dr. Runge at the St. 


Louis Insane Asylum. 

Supt. Otto Sutter of the City Hospital 
says that O’Rourke’s insanity is the result 
of smoking cigarettes, and nothing else. He 
is 19 years old and has been a slave to them 


for seven years, and he looks it. 

Bighteen months ago the young man suc- 
cumbed to the excessive use of the seduc- 
tive “coffin tack” and spent six months 
in the insane asylum. Deprived of the cause 
of his insanity, he recovered, and was dis- 
charged, only to: resume the habit. He be- 
came so violent Sunday that it was neces- 
sary to return him fo the City Hospital. 

When 12 years old, O’Rourke began the 
use of cigarettes, gradually increasing their 
consumption until he was inhaling about 16 
a day. From merely clouding his intellect, 
_ their effect became more manifest in sud- 
| den vagaries that increased in frequency 
and duration as the habit grew upon him, 
Foolish utterances grew into pronounced 
and fixed delusions until, when he was 15 
years old, he conceived the idea that he 
Was a great artist and inventor. He drew 
pictures of impossible houses and spent a 
year or two perfecting a combination desk 
which would not work when it was complet- 
ed. One day he missed the drawings he had 
made for another impossible contrivance 
and declared they had been stolen by 4 


neighbor. H wore to kill the supposed 
thief, a4 when it was evident that he in- 
tended make the threat good, he was re- 


moved to the asylum. 

In March, 1896, he returned home. Cigar- 
ettes were cheaper than when he was sent 
to the asylum and his consumption of them 
was doubled. His delusions soon returned 
and he became more violent than before. He 
again imagined himself an inventor and in 
addition thought he was being pursued by 
some one and in trying to escape frequently 
attempted to leap from the windows in his 
mother’s home. 

Added to the cigarettes was the irritating 
circumstance that after his release from 
the asylum his acquaintances invariably 
greeted him with the remark: Hello 
| tacks,’’ which angered him greatly. Sun- 
|day afternoon O’Rourke was standing on 
the sidewalk and imagined that some one 
across the street was applying the objec- 
| tionable appellation to him. ere was no 
| one across the street, but O’Rourke became 
‘violent and was taken in charge by the 
| police. 

O’ Rourke was in the insane ward at the 
| City Hospital Tuesday. He is dwarfed and 
| puny. There is little flesh on his face and 
the skin is a deep yellow. His hands trem- 
bled as he grasped the iron bars of the

“Do you know what the charge is against 
me?’ he asked a Post-Dispatch reporter. “‘I 
a good many cigarettes, but I prefer a pipe 
now. I can’t smoke enything here. I feel 
kind of funny sometimes.

‘Bug-house’ when I came out. I think they 
were all crazy.”

MRS. ADA WAUGH IS SORRY SHE 
SHOT HERSELF. 


HER CONDITION IS SERIOUS. 


Cause for Her Act Not Disclosed, But 
Her Husband Says It Resulted 
From Mental Aberration. 


Mrs. Ada Waugh, the young wife who 
tried to kill herself Monday evening at her 
home, 780 Euclid avenue, by putting a bul- 
let into her breast, is in a very serious 
condition. The attending physician has 
grave doubts of her recovery, but as she 
is anxious. to get well the chances are 
thought to be slightly in her favor. 

According to members of the Waugh 
family there was absolutely no reason for 
Mrs. Waugh’s act save her nervous con- 
dition, which, they say, bordered uron in- 
sanity. 

Mrs. Waugh is only 21 years old. She is 
the wife of Daniel J. Waugh, an employe of 
the F. R. Rice Mercantile Cigar Co., M6 
North Fourth street. They have been mar- 
ried two years. 

Monday afternoon Mrs. Waugh, who had 
been in a nervous and irritable condition 
for several days, got into a tantrum and 
began threatening her life. The cause of 
this cannot be ascertained. It is alleged 
to have been her dislike for the presence 


of her husband's father in the house, but 
this is denied by the family. 

At any rate she became so violent that 
Mr. Waugh was telephoned for. He reached 
home shortly before 6 o’clock. His wife 
was still in a most excited frame of mind 
and kept threatening to kill herself. 

She was in the dining room at the time. 
As she had made threats of this sort before 
and had gotten possession of a revolver, 
her husband feared she really might do 
herself harm and asked her if she had the 
pistol concealed about her. 

She declared that she had not, explaining 
that she had left it at her grandmother's. 
Mr, Waugh believed her, and as she seemed 
quieter let her alone. She then walked back 
into the kitchen by herself and.a second 
later a pistol shot was heard, 

The husband ran to the kitchen, Mrs. 
Waugh was just sinking into 4 chair. 

“I did not mean to do M,”" she gasped, 
as she fell over on her side. “I didn’t 
know the trigger pulled so ‘easily.’’ 

As quickly as possible a messenger was 
sent to Dr. Deatheridge on Bayard avenue. 
When the physician arrived the wounded 
woman begged him to save her life, re- 
iterating that she did not mean to kil! her- 


self. 

The physician found that the ball had 
entered the left breast and passed through 
the body, coming out between the seventh 
and eighth ribs. 

When Mr. Waugh was seen this morning 
he was very indignant at what one of the 
ae papers had to say about the shoot- 

‘There is scarcely a word of truth in the 
whole report,”” he said. “I am accused of 
having brought a man named David Conn 
to the house for supper, and this is given as 
one of the reasons for my wife's act. I 
never heard of any such man as David Conn, 
and I brought no one home to supper. 

“Another reason alleged for the attempt 
is that my relatives were here too much. 
This man Conn, a Miss Estelle Loring and 
my mother are said to have been in th 
house at the time. I don’t know any girl 
named ring, and my mother has been 
dead twelve years. am also accused of 
being a es and I’ve got no use for 
the d—— ro 

Morne simple truth ts that my wife has 
been {ff from @ constitutional trouble, which 
has eeriously affected her nervous system. 
She was trresponsible. She gets this way 
at times on account of her sickness, The 
only member of my family in the house 
is my father, and he came here ten days 
ago, at my wife's request.

SAVINGS BANK PLAN IN VOGUE. 


Leading Dealers Explain How They 
Are Able to Furnish Goods 
So Cheaply. 


An industry, no matter how cleverly it is 
conducted, will not prosper for any length 
of time unless it is founded upon fair and 
honest principles, The first element of 
success in business is honesty, and after 
that everything works out in its proper 
order.
